Applicant's representative questioned the Advisory Action mailed 8/28/07 which indicated that the Amendment After 
Final filed 8/20/70 will not be entered. The Examiner explained that said Amendment attempted to add the word 
"physical" in front of "location" to independent claims 1, 5, which effectively narrow the scope of the claims and 
therefore raise new issues that would require further search and consideration. Applicant's representative also 
requested the final status of the Final Office Action mailed 5/18/07 to be withdrawn because it is improper/premature.
